tion is to go to the nearest polling 
place where they will be redirected 
if at the wrong one. 

As this will be the last opportu- 
nity to have names put on the vot- 
ing lists for the November Presi- 
dential election it should be the duty 
of every citizen (male or female) 
who is over 21 years of age to see 
that he or she is properly enrolled. 

The qualifications of a voter are 
as follows : 

They must be 21 years of age. 

They shall have been citizens of 
the United States at least one 
month. 

They shall have resided in the 
State one year (or having previ- 
ously been qualified electors or na- 
tive-born citizens of the State, 
moved therefrom and returned, 
then six months), immediaely pre- 
ceding the election. 

They shall have resided in the 
election district, precinct or divi- 
sion, where they offer to vote at 
le«--t two months (not 60 days) im- 
mediately precedingthe election. 

If 22 years of age and upwards, 
they shall have paid within two 
vears a State or county tax, which 
"shall have been assessed at least 
two months and paid at least one 
month before the November elec- 
tion or any time before the primary 
election. 

If over 21 years of age and less 
than 22 at the date of election they 
can vote without having paid a tax 
by making affidavit as to their age 
and if residing in a city having been

Waiting till 
the last minute as usual, then 
dashing into the tunnel and land- 
ing up to his knees in water, this 
darkie decided that there was no 
use turning around then, so he 
plowed through the flood, much to 
the amusement of bystanders. 

The Pennsy has sent men out 
to confer with George B. Suplee, 
superintendent of public works, 
to devise methods of prevention 
in the future. Planks were laid 
down in the morning to aid com- 
muters, and bailing finally re- 
moved the water. 

The flood on the playground is 
due to the backing up of water in 
the storm sewers in the vicinity 
of the playground which is ordi- 
narily carried off by the creek 
flowing along the western side of 
the borough. After a heavy rain 
the creek rises and is unable to 
hold the additional water which 
usually would be carried off from 
the storm sewers. So instead of 
flowing into the creek this water 
backs ti]) over the playground, 
forming a pool, to the delight of 
most of the small boys and dogs 
in town. After the creek sub- 
sides, however, it is not long be- 
fore the water on the playground 
is drained off. 

The usual rivers were also in 
evidence on Haverford avenue, 
though the new sewer at Forest 
and Haverford worked to perfec- 
tion in draining off the erstwhile 
ponds.

At the top of the main stairway 
and adjoining the council chamber 
is the permanent office of the super- 
intendent of public works, George 
B. Suplee. 

A wide entrance lobby is found 
at the head of the stairs with Mr. 
Suplee's office, council chamber and 
Elm Hall opening from it. 

On the ground floor there are 
fewer startling changes to be found 
though here. too. one may well won- 
der just what happened. The en- 
gine room, as stated above, has a 



widened front allowing all the ap- 
paratus to be placed abreast, which 
in itself is a great advantage. Steel 
beams have replaced the wooden 
timbers as ceiling supports, permit- 
ting the removal of all but two 
posts. 

On the rear wall of the engine 
room is one of the most important 
parts of the whole structure, the 
fire control system. Here, under a 
wide moulding, is the core of the 
new alarm system which is to be in- 
stalled eventually in the borough.

A Suggestion 

To Our Banks 

A few months ago we dropped in 
at the office of one of the local banks 
in which we have a business account. 
We wished to cash a check against an 
account in a neighboring bank, where 
the family funds were stored. 

Examination of pockets revealed the 
fact that we lacked a blank check on 
the neighboring bank and we asked 
the teller for one. "We do not carry 
checks of any other banks," he said. 
"The best we can supply you is a 
blank check you can fill out as you 
wish." 

Curiosity compelled us to make the 
same request at several other Main 
Line banks, with the same result. At 
the time we thought such a service 
would be of real convenience to de- 
positors, but forgot the matter. 

Last week, in Toronto, we dropped 
in at a bank to cash a traveler's check. 
At several places along the walls were 
racks with supplies of blank checks 
from many neighboring banks. At 
three banks we found the same service, 
and noted that customers were making 
good use of it. 

Need the Main Line follow Canada 
in such a matter? There are hundreds 
of local residents who maintain ac- 
counts in more than one Main Line 
bank, or in city institutions as well as 
those near their homes. Often a man 
finds himself without a blank check 
to draw on a foreign bank. 

Would it not be a courtesy, and a 
rral service, for our friendly and pro- 
gressive Main Line banks to display 
racl-s of check? from the ]?rger Phila- 
delphia banks and the other Main Line 
bonks and trust companies? The ex- 
pense of rack?; would be sm;ill, and a 
Juy'b travel on 'in- part oi a clerk 
would supply the '-.'^ionc'y. 

We do not believe it would draw 
business away from the bank offering 
the service. Rather it would encour- 
age the use of our well-equipped com- 
panies in greater measure by people 
residing on the Main Line.

QUOTE L OCAL OFFICIAL 

"Record," Seeking Opinions on Til- 
den Case, Interviews W. D. Evans. 
In view of the deal of talk and 
discussion of late on the Tilden 
case and amateurism in tennis 
generally, the "Philadelphia Re- 
cord" has inaugurated a series of 
interviews with prominent Phila- 
delphians who are conversant 
with the situation. Wednesday 
the man interviewed was \V. D. 
R. Evans, of 20!) Price avenue, 
secretary of the Middle Atlantic 
States Tennis Association and a 
member of the national amateur 
rule committee, and for many 
years president of the Narberth 
Tennis Association. 

In regard to the latest move, 
the telegram broadcast through- 
out the country by Francis T. 
Hunter, second ranking American 
player, in an effort to have the 
trial of Tilden postponed till after 
the present season was over, Mr. 
ICvans said : 

"1 think that Hunter is acting very 
foolishly in taking this stand and trying 
to arouse public sentiment over the affair. 
Whether or not Tilden will be judged 
guilty or not remains to be seen, but there 
is no possibility of calling off the meeting 
of the executive committee at this late 
date, and furthermore, even if possible. 
1 think that this is a question which 
should be settled as soon as possible. 
Delay is not going to help the matter 
in the least, and the sooner it is settled 
one way or another that much better off 
the game and those who play it for 
pleasure will be.' - 

Judging from this the "Record'' com- 
ments, the rank and file of those who 
follow tennis are not going to take a (ly- 
ing leap into the cause of having Tilden's 
case postponed indefinitely. 

It is naturally interesting to know \v)iat 
Mr. Evans, a member of the national 
amateur rule committee, has in his mind 
as an amateur, and the veteran Xarberth 
club official says that, in his opinion, the 
game and the pleasure of playinr it alone 
make the strict amateur. 

When questioned about the Tilden 
affair, lie said. "I attended the meeting 
in Xew York where the matter was first 
brought before the tennis officials in the 
form of Dr. Hardy's protest. Without a 
doubt existing in my mind I am sure 
that Tilden's actions were a direct viola- 
tion of the rule, though, of course, it is 
impossible to say what the executive com- 
mittee will decide at its meeting in Xew 
York on Friday. 

"For the good of the sport and to help 
out the youthful players who are now 
coming along to take the place of the 
stars of today, it is best that a violation 
so boldfaced as this one should not be 
overlooked : otherwise there would he no 
means of control. 1 think it mighty sad 
that he should have taken this time to 
break the rule which he knew so well, 
just when he was alxiut to retire. This 
affair will cloud his reputation in the 
minds of a good many people and his real 
efforts to boost the game wil'. be for- 
gotten."
